not defend an haggard Beau, for pafling away much 
time at a Glafs, and giving Softneffes and Languith- 
ing Graces to Deformity. All I intend is, that we 
ought to be contented with our Countenance and 
Shape, fo far, as never to give our felves an uneafie 
Reflection on that Subject. It is to the ordinary 
People, who are not accuftomed to make very 
proper Remarks on any Occafion, matter of great 

eft, if a Man enters with a promient Pair of Shoul- 
ers into an Aflembly, or is diftinguifhed by an 
Expanfion of Mouth, or Obliquity of Afpedt. 
It is happy for a Man, that has any of thefe Od- 
neffes about him, if he can be as merry upon 
himfelf, as others zre apt tobe upon that Occafion :
